1. All Documents in support of the statement, "The Juggalos, a loosely- 
organized hybrid gang, are rapidly expanding into many US communities."

21 states have identified criminal Juggalo sub-sets." 

4. All Documents in support of the statement, "Most crimes committed by Juggalos 
are sporadic, disorganized, individualistic, and often involve simple assault, 
personal drug use and possession, petty theft, and vandalism."
